‘Session One 

Session One opened at 9:00 A.M., Tuesday, April 22, in Trinity 
Lutheran Church, Kansas City, Kansas, 

The Synod Convention delegates, Women’ s Missionary Society Con- 
vention delegates, and guests joined in the service of the Holy Com- 
munion. Liturgist was the Rev. R. W. Albert, Secretary. The sermon was 
delivered by the Rev. Ernest F. Tonsing, President. 

The order for the opening of Synod was read by the president. 

The Rev. Wynne C. Boliek, U.L.C.A. representative, was introduced 
by the President and addressed the delegates of Synod and the W.M.S. 


Guests introduced included the Rev. Clarence A. Paulsen, pastor 
of the Westwood Lutheran Church, Kansas City, Kansas; the Rev. Mil- 


ton R. Vogel, Executive Secretary of the Kansas Council of Churches; 


the Rev. Tom Parrish, president, Kansas City, Kansas Ministerial Alli- 
ance; and the Rev. Dr. R. H. ne Executive Secretary, Board of 
American Missions, U.L.C.A. 


Pastor W. W. Klover presented the report of the Examining Com- 
mittee and recommended that the Rev. Aksel C. Larsen, and the Rev. 
Richard O. Scherch, be enrolled in Synod. 


The motion that the recommendation be adopted was carried. 
The Mr. Don Zinger was introduced as the pastor-elect of the Beth- 
lehem Lutheran Church, Kansas City, Missouri. 


Te motion that Mr. Zinger be granted the privilege of the floor was 
carried. 


The Secretary presented the following recommendation of the Execu- 
tive Committee: 
“That in view of the fact that the Rev. Norbert Zabel has not 
acted in accordance with the Constitution of this Synod (Art. 7, 
Sectionl, paragraph 7) and has not acted in accordance with 
the atcion of the Synod in Convention, 1951, said Rev. ee 
Zabel be excluded from the Roll of Synod.” 
The motion to adopt the resolution carried. 


The Secretary read the following recommendation of the Executive 
Committee: 

“That the Executive beninibbilie, having examined the Clerical 

Roll of Synod in accordance with the Constitution, recommends 

that it read as follows: Pastors R. W. Albert, Willard W. Alex-

CHARLES F. WIEST, D.D. 


The Rev. Charles Fisher Wiest, D.D., pastor emefitus of Trinity 
Lutheran Church, Hays, Kansas, died May 22, 1951, when the basement 
walls of his home collapsed during a flood while he was helping to bring 
valuables from the flooded basement. He was 78 years of age. ‘ 


Born in York, Pennsylvania, February 12, 1873, he graduated from 


Gettysburg College in 1895, and from Gettysburg Seminary in 1898; He 
was ordained the sam¢ ‘aes and served his first parish in dene ea ee 
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ville, Pa. In 1902 he was called to Trinity Lutheran Church in Hays, 
and served that congregation for eighteen years, when he resigned to 
become a member, of the faculty of Fort Hays State College. There he 
built Bibical and Philosophy departments which he headed until he 
retired because of age a few years ago. He was elected pastor emeritus 
of Trinity Church in 1922, and became professor emeritus of the col- 
lege in 1943. He served on many boards and committees of Synod, and 
was President of Synod in 1915. In 1920 he received the honorary degree 


of Doctor of Divinity from Midland College, After his resignation from 


the congregation he continued to serve as supply pastor in many 
‘churches of the Kansas Synod and of other denominations. 

He was married June 26, 1906 to Eda L. Voss, of Hays. Surviving 
him are his widow; their two children, Carl Fisher Wiest, Toole, Utah, 
and Mrs. Herman Schwartzkopf, Long Beach, California; and two grand- 
children, Stephen Burt and Philip Charles Schwartzkopf. | 


His body was laid to rest in Hays, May 25, 1951. Funeral services 
were conducted by Rev. George L. Search and Rev. Ernest r. Tonsing, 
President of Synod. ; 


REV. E. E. STAUFFER 


The Reverend Ezra Eugene Stauffer, D.D., L.L.D., sabieill into the 


Church Triumphant September 29, 1951, following an illness of several 
months. He had been an active member of this Synod since he was 
licensed at Peabody in 1897. He was ordained at Hutchinson in 1898. 


Dr. Stauffer was born at Napersville, Illinois August 15, 1872, son of — 


John Kinsey Stauffer and Martha Engle Stauffer. The family moved 
to Abilene, Kansas in 1879, and soon after to a farm near Hope, Kansas. 


He was a graduate of Midland College in 1896, and of the Western 


Theological Seminary in 1898, both institutions located then at Atchison, 
Kansas. His first pastorate was at Wellington, Kansas. While there he 
_ Was married to Miss Elizabeth Becker, of Atchison. 

His second pastorate was at Trinity Church, Lawrence, where he 
served more than sixteen years.

Report of the ree 


The good membership increases of 1950 failed to carry over into 
1951 and only a small increase in communing membership was register- 
ed for the past year. The increase amounted to 100 but of this number, 
59 were furnished by the new congregation, Kent Memorial of Sunrise 
Beach. This left an increase of 41 for the balance of the Synod, an aver- 


age of about one for each congregation. However, the increase was not 
_ spread thot evenly; 23 congregations showed gains and 17 had losses. 
_ The range was from an increase of 22.5% for Beloit, Zion, to a decrease 


of 25.2% for Peabody, St. Paul’s. Wichita, St. Paul’s, continues to be 
the largest congregatiion with 635 members. Decreases were shown in 
both the baptized and confirmed membership totals, due principally to 
long delayed revisions by five congregations. The proportion of con- 
firmed members communing rose to 63.4%. Small increases were shown 
in the Sunday School statintics; decreases in the balance of the Parish 
Education rubrics. 


The congregations expended $443,008 in less. $37,598 less than 
in 1950. The average per confirmed member decreased again amount- 
ing to $37.84 this last year. There were increases in the amount expend- 
ed for current congregational expenses and the offerings for the ap- 
portionment but much smaller amounts were contributed for unusual 
expenses and CHEY.

Report of Home Missions Committee 


The Home Missions Committee presents with 2 deep feeling of 
gratitude to Almighty God the following report covering the work and 
activities of the Committee. These are history making days. Two new 
missions will be received into the membership of Synod paring this, 
Convention. 

KENT MEMORIAL, Sunrise Beach, Missouri, the Rev. — 
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At the time of cur last Synod convention, Pastor John Shirck was 
working two days each week in this field. On April 22, 1951 the Corner- 
stone for the Church was laid. The names of 62 persons who had :greed 
to unite with the church and the names of all persons who had answered 


the first call of the MISSIONS $10 CLUB were placed in the Corner- 


stone. 
Pastor “Shirck continued to work in the field until O-to.er, By 
special arrangement between the Home Missions Committee and the 
people of the yet unorganized congregation, the Rev. Clarence J. H:nSen 
was called to the field November 1. On December 16, the congregation 
of Kent Memorial Evangelical Lutheran Church was formally organized 
with a confirmed membership of 60, and a total baptized membership 
of 78. Additional members are being added regularly from among the 
many permanent residents of the Hurricane Deck area of the Lake of 
the Ozarks, where Kent Memorial is located. A full program of con- 
gregational activity has been organized. The ladies are organzed into a 
full-fledged Women of the Church group, affiliated with the Synodical 
Missionary Society. The congregation uses the duplex envelope system, 
and is beginning to contribute towards the retirement of its building 
debt, incurred by the loans for the completion of its beautiful Church 
Edifice. These loans, coupled with earlier MISSION $10 CLUB gifts and 
gifts and labors of the Hurricane Deck residents, will make possible the 
completion of the church by convention time, bere stemacepamen Day 
planned for April 27.

The number of children in all institutions for | bal childiren has 
been smaller the last two years, and this is also true at Tabitha Home. 
At the beginning of 1951, we had in our Children’s Department 23 boys 
and girls, and were carrrying 3 who had been out in private homes for 
four or over, but not adopted. Two of these three now 
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the age of eighteen, one of whom is now working in a private family 
end the other will eradrate from hivh -chorl in Mav. The third is 
thirteen years of age and very happy with a family who would have 
adopted him if his father would release his custody. This group of 26 
children under care represents 11 families and was composed of 17 boys 
Eicht children were dismissed during the year. Four of them from 
one family had been wards of the State for over a year,, and were placed 
by the State worker into adoptive and boarding homes during the year. 
Another family group of two were returned to their own home. The 
other children were returned to the home of rerents or relstives. Six 
children were received: two of no church awwiliation. three were of 
Lutheran background, and one was of the American Lutheran Church. 
Four came from Lincoln, one is a New American and the other came 
from Wisconsin. (His father is now working for the State of Nebraska). 
In noting Church background of the children served, we find: 18 
from Nebraska Synod ‘some hentized or -onfirmet while here’ 7 
Midwest Synod; 1 American Lutheran; i Mo. Lutheran; 2 Augustana 
Lutheran; and 5 Non-Lutheran; and 3 were of Lutheran background, but | 
synod unknown. : | 
All of the children have received regular case work services during 
the year, and special work with Psychologists and outside resources as 
the occasion may demand. All have received regular dental. care, and 
medical attentiion as needed. Several of our children have had surgery. 


Five of our boys are Boy Scouts and five are Cub Scouts, while our 
girls are active in Campfire and Blue Bird work. Some of the older boys 
and girls are members of the Church Choirs. This year our children have

While Midland’s enrollment followed the general trend among col- 
leges and universities of the country being somewhat lower this year 
than last, the drop was considerably below the national average of about 
11%. Midland’s total enrollment for the first semester of this year was 
373 as compared with 390 a year ago. Evaluated in terms of full-time 
students the decline amounts to less than 6%. The reason for the decline 
is the smaller number of high school graduating seniors, the sharp drop 
in G.I. enrollment, and particularly the draft and military enlistments.

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Report on Kansas Christian Rural Oversead Program 


After five years of operation, the Christian Rural Overseas Pro- 
gram was terminated on February 29, 1952. The sponsoring agencies, 
Lutheran World Relief, Catholic Rural Life, and Church World Service, 
found that cost of operation had not been belanced by gifts. Conse- 
quently, upon the action of Lutheran World Relief, and Catholic Rural 
Life in withdrawing, Church World Service announced that it would 
sponsor the movement in a limited way in eleven states. _ ; 

During the five years, tremendous amounts of food and commodi- 
ties have been supplied needy countries. By the end of 1951, 21,250,777 
vounds of food and cotton, with a value of $1,436,282, had been shipped 
by LWR alone. Government donatea surplus commodities weighing 15,- 
998.373 pounds, with a value of $2,563,362, have also heen shipped by 
LWR, making the total 37,249,150 pounds of various 5 basa ia valued 
at alomst $4,000,000.

Dr. Thomas L. Cline informed us that besouell of an “inereased 
accumulation from the Endowment Fund in 1951, and an allocation from 
Part 2 of the U.L.C.A. budget” an additional $200 will be sent to all 
retired and disabled ministers and missionaries, and $100 to widows, in 
1952. A “special pension” or an “annnual grant” of $300 to retired and

Immediately following the disasterous Kansas 
floods during 
summer of 1951, the President of a special 
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Relief Committee for the purpose of raising funds for! flood stri¢ken 
churches and allocating the funds as needed. The presidents of the three 
conferences were appointed to the committee with the president of: the 
Southern Conference as apg and the president and 1g 3398 | of 
Synod ex-officio. | 
During the late summer a survey of flood demas was. madd by 
various members of the committee. The committee also had the beriefit 
of a report from the Rev. George R. Whittecar, special representative of 
the Board of Social Missions, who also made a survey of the situation. 


It was found that damage was relatively light so far as the churches 
themselves were concerned. Only three churches suffered actual flood 
damage. They are New Cambria, Abilene, and Chapman. Most extensive 
damage was suffered by the Chapman. congregation, with bath church 
and parsonage receiving extensive damage. 

During the autumn of 1951, the Disaster Relief bommittee|j con- 
ducted an appeal in the churches of Synod by authority of the Executive 
Committee. This appeal produced $2,279.10. Meanwhile churches outside 
the Synod were sending relief offerings amounting to $770.85. Still other 
substantial offerings were sent directly to affected churches. 

It was also learned by the committee that there was some urgent 
need for individual assistance to members of our churches living in the 
flood areas. The committee allocated $350.00 for this purpose, $100. 00 of 
which was given specifically for such assistance in the Topeka congre- 
gation. Other allocations were made to the Chapman congregation. To 
the end of 1951 this congregation received $1,000. Of the $1,724. 95 re- 
maining, further allocations will be made to Chapman. mee will preb- 
ably have been made by the time Synod meets. eo 
| The Abilene congregation requested no niciatniade, assuring the 
committee that it had sufficient funds on hand to repair its own dam- 
age. All damage has been repaired at Abilene. Some work remains to
